CUBA INCREASES 


United States Exports to Island 
Grow 20 Per Cent 


Sugar Brought From the Island Was 
Valued at Sixty Millions, and 
Tobacco at More Than 
Thirteen Million 
Dollars. 


Washington, September 6.—A report 
issued by the department of commerce 
and ‘tabor toaay says: 


“Commerce of the United States with | 
Cuba in the fiseal year just ended was 


greater than in any early year of trad- 
ing relations between the United States 
and that island. This 


island fell slight below those of i905, 


due to the fall in price of sugar, 


greater than in 
1903. Commerce to 
in 1906. 
Prior to i895 the vatue of imports into 
the United States from Cuba ranged in 
most years from fifty to seventy-five 
millions. Of the five erticles fOrming 
the bulk of our imports from Cuba

This was determined at a meeting of 
the joint committee. Francis M. Oliver 
presented the plan and it was received 
with immediate approval. An igra- 
tion agent will be appointed as the rep- 
resentative of the altied bodies and prior 
to the forma! organization the Savannah 
chamber of commerce will receive ap- 
plications for immigrants and when they 
arrive they wil] be sent to destinations, 
The plan is one which Mr. Oliver has 
been working at for months. He has 
the assurance that the other trade 
bodies in the state will take respOnsi- 
ble interest in the association. The 
plan was evolved after the Georgia leg- 
islature refused to take favorab’ty to the 
establishment of an immigration bureau. 

A foreign line of steamers will be es- 
tablished between Savannah and Euro- 
pean ports within the next three months 
and Edgar T. Whatley, the immigration 
inspector at this port has written Mr. 
Ol'ver that he ha&S instructions to. aid 
the efforts of the bodies interested. An 
immigration agent will be employed, 
who will probably make a trip abroad 
and will establish foreign connections.

Full Text of Interesting Decision 
Involving the Rights of Employ- 
ers—The Anti-Blacklist Law 
Declared Invasion of Per- 
sonal Rights. 


A decision of great interest and iIm- 
portance was made recently by United 
States Commissioner John A. Elmore, 
of Montgomery, Ala., when he dis- 
charged Frank Young, of the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, who it was 
charged had violated the law of the 
United States in refusing to hire mem- 
bers of the Order of Railway Telegra- 
phers until they had repudiated the 
order. Commissioner Elmore held that 
tue law was in conflict with the con- 
Stitution of the United States. It is 
possible that the test of the law will 
.be carried to a higtr court. 

The charge made against Mr. Young 
was that on hiring B. A. Nesmith as 
a telegraph operator Mt. Young re- 
quired of him that he sign a written 
agreement not to become.a member of 
the Order of Railway Telegraphers. 
This was declared by the plaintiff in 
this case, the United States, to be in 
violation of the act approved June Ist, 
1898, which seeks to forbid the making 
of any condition as necessary to the em- 
ployment of anyone by common carriers 
acting under the direction of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

It was in effect argued by the attor- 
ney of the United States, thet Mr. 
Young had peen guilty of blackmailing, 
that he was dictating the conditions 
under which a man could be employed 
in the service of thé Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, and dictating in vio- 
lation of an act of congress, 

Commissioner Elmore declined to ac- 
cept this view of the case. He held 
that the act under which the charge 
was brought, was unconstitutional. It 
was his opinion that in the passage of 
the law congress invaded the rights ac. 
corded the individual under the canstli- 
tution. Mr. Young was, therefore, dis- 
charged. 


Elmore’s Opinion. 


The opinion of the commissioner 
part follows: 

“The defendant herein is charged 
with having violated section 0 of an 
act concerning common carriers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, and thelr 
employees, in this: 

“That the said Frank Young, agent 
as aforesaid of said Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, on the

employer to give employment to one so 
situated. If that were so congress could 
also compel an employee to ha bor, 
against his will, for an empolyer against 
whom he has a griévance. It is contended, 
however, that since congyess has the 
power ‘to regulate commerce between 
the states’ that it has the power to make 
rules foverning the details of such regu- 
lation. I do not think that the constitu- 
tion intended *o give congress this power, 
for if it did it could say what certain 
It could 
negro labor exclusively, or Chinese la- 
bor exclusively, or labor who believed 
only in certain religious doctrines. A 
right to insist that employees shall with- 
draw from or refrain from, joining any 
trade unton as a condition of employ- 
ment, is within the constitutional rights 
of an employer, and protected? by con- 
stitutional guarantee of oulviniddes of 
law against a statute which makes it an 
offense for an employer to impoge such 
conditions. (Missouri v. Julow, 129 Mo. 
iSé;: 29 L. R. A. 267.) 

“Mr. Justice Harlan in delivering the 
opinion in Arthur et al. v. Oakes et al., 
li C. Cc, A..p. 209, 63 Fed. Rep., 319, 
says: ‘It would be an invasion of one’s 
natural liberty to compel him to work 
for, or to remain in the personal service 
of another. One who is placed under 
such restraint is in a condition of invol- 
untary ‘servitude, a conditicn which’ the 
supremie law of the land declares shall 
not exist within the United States or any 
place subject to their jurisdiction.’

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Direct Communication With Europe. 

Of interest and importance to the 
entire south is the announcement that 
the great German steamship line, the

This result has been attained 
through the activity of the immigra- 
tion agent of South Carolina, Mr.

The North .German 
Lloyd thas been sufficiently influ- 
enced by Mr. Watson's arguments to 
promise a practical start toward the 
establishment of such a line.

_ Of far greater import, however, is 
the success or failure of this proposed 
line to the commerce of the entire 
south. 
experiment is a success, it will un- 
doubtedly be followed by the estab- 
lishment of direct lines from other 
South Atlantic ports—especially from 
Savannah and Brunswick, and that is 
of great importance to this state and 
to the entire commercial south. 

To the end, therefore, of securing 
to the entire south the benefits of dl- 
rect communication with Europe, it 
behooves Georgia and the other 
southern states to join with Soutna 
Carolina in making this new Charles 
ton-Bremen line a financial success. 
Here is an excellent opening for the 
exercise of a little practica] senti- 
ment. When that North German 
Lioyd steamer arrives at Charleston, 
it should find a cargo in readiness. 
Every encouragement should be held 
out for the permanent establishment 
of the new line. That once estab- 
lished, there will certainly be trans 
Atlantic lines from Savannah and 
Brunswick; and such direct communi- 
cation with Europe will be of great 
benefit to the entire south.

A Pitiable Chinese Problem. 

If the Chinese government has dis- 
played unwonted courage and resolu- 
tion in the induction of widespread 
reforms accredited in current press 
reports, its reputed new attitude with 
regard to the opium traffic must be 
accepted as one of the most amazing 
exhibitions of open-eyed bravery in 
the history of nations. The state 
department at Washington has re- 
ceived advices to the effect that the 
authorities of Peking are framing a 
programme which looks, eventually, 
to the absolute suppression of an 
evil which has been a national stum- 
bling-block no less than an interna- 
tional shame. 

What such a policy means, in a 
monetary sense, to the hard-pressed 
Chinese government is seen at a 
glance when it is borne in mind that 
its annual income from import duties 
on oplum amounts to more than 
$4,000,000. Ignoring this substantial 
Joss, the government is said to have 
made up its mind to secure an agree- 
ment with- India whereby there will 
be a compulsory reduction of im- 
ports, ending, after a ten-year period, 
in their total discontinuance. A 
gradual extinction of domestic pro- 
duction is ltkewise contemplated, the 
idea being that it can be consum.- 
mated within the same interval. 

The difficulties confronting the suc- 
cess of this reform give an eloquent 
insight into the new force which 
seems to be the guiding genius of the 
Chinese empire. The vast bulk of 
the drug consumed in China is gfown 
in India. Its production there is a 
monopoly of which the British gov- 
ernment is the beneficiary. The le- 
galization of the trade, with its in- 
tricate import and warehouse rami- 
fications, was forced upon the Chi- 
nese nation by the English govern- 
ment. The profits accruing from Chi- 
nese patronage have, ever since the 
government took over the control 
from the East India Company, consti- 
tuted one of the foremost assets of 
the colony administration. So that 
while England was exploiting China, 
she was equally exploiting her own 
subjects on Indian soil. 

Every treaty that Great Britain has 
made in the Orient has contained 
clauses safeguarding the continuance 
of her opium traffic with China. It 
is believed in continental diplomatic 
circles that this same principle, ex- 
pressed or plainly implied, extends 
to the new entente' between the 
English and the Japanese. 

It will thus be seen that if the 
Chinese government is in earnest in 
its anti-opium crusade, it must face 
a problem of discouraging propor- 
tions. There are evidences that pub- 
lic sentiment in Great Britain is in- 
in revolt against the 
anomalous spectacle of a Christian 
nation carrying the Bible into a so- 
called heathen d¢ountry with one 
hand, and with the other forcing a 
deadly drug on the people sought to 
be converted to the doctrines of 
Christ. Whether this protest has 
reachéd a stage where it will effect- 
ually influence governmental policy 
is a matter of extreme doubt. The 
country is in none too good a condi- 
tion, financially and- industrially 
speaking. Sympathy and morality 
have acurious capacity for self-control 
where the indulgence of either would 
affect the pocket-nerve of a nation 
no less than an individual. 

The other side of the problem is 
that China cannot consistently move 
toward the suppression of domestic 
cultivation unless she puts a period to 
the inflow of the drug from abroad. 
Opium is being produced in the em- 
pire in annually appreciating ratio. 
As a result, a powerful native clique 
will join hands with foreign influ- 
ences in fighting the government 
edict. 

Meanwhile, if the testimony of for- 
eign missionaries and of native Chi- 
nese of patriotism and intelligence is 
; vO be accepted, the drug is extending 
its tragic reign by leaps and bounds. 
Its progress within the past half cen- 
tury is said to have been particularly 
rapid, and the manner in which it 
has gained a grip on all classes of 
population is not calculated to lift 
the depression,of the refo 8. The 
work of the latter, moreover, is im- 
peded by the fallacy, glibly sown by 
mercenary interests, that there is 
something inherent ‘in. the Chinese 
physique immunizing it — the 
inroads of opium. 

If the state department hax’ been 
accurately informed, it is obvious 
that the Chinese government: has cut 
out a formidable task for itself. Its 
struggles toward success bid fair to

Committee on Roads ani 
Bridges Held Meeting, 


One Camp Will Be Established in 
Battle Hill District; Another 
Wear Buckhead, and the 
Third in the South 
Bend District. 


The location of the three county po- 
lice camps, soon to be established, was 
determined by the committee on roads 
and bridges, which held a special meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, as follows; 

One camp in the western portion of the 
county in the Battle Hill district. The 
citizens of the Battle Hill district, a 
dozen or more of whom were present, 
through their attorney, James L. May- 
son, Offered to supply free of charge a 
house for the men and stables for their 
horses. The committee decided to ac- 
cept this proposition, provided that the 
location should prove suitable after ex- 
amination, and that no conditions should 
burden its acceptance. 

Another camp is to be located on 
county property dn the Buckhead dis- 
trict, near Buckhead. It is thought this 
will be located on what is known as the 
Howard property, about qa mile and a 
half southwest from Buckhead. Chair- 
man Carter was empowered to act in se- 
lecting the exact location. 

The third camp will be located in the 
South Bend district, near Lakewood, 
Chairman Carter being authorized to fix 
the exact location. . 

These tentative sites for the police 
camps were determined after considera- 
ble discussion and after the committee 
had had the benefit of the views of 
Chief of County Police Turner and Su- 
perintendent of County Convicts Tom 
Donaldson. 

Chairman Carter was authorized to 
prepare rules for the government of the 
new body of thirty-six county policemen 
and the chief. It was decided ,however, 
that the general policy of the rules gov- 
erning the force will be that the men 
shall patrol the county !n pairs, and 
shall. make daily and minute reports of 
their daily work to’ the chief, who, in 
turn, should make a weekly report to the 
board of county commissionefs. 

Commissioner Palmer said that he felt 
that the tax payers having consented 
to the expenditure of something more 
than $30,000 annually to maintain the 
increased force, that, in his opinion the 
men should practically be always sub- 
ject to duty, night and day; that the 
camps should be maintained only for 
the purpose of allowing officers to rest 
when off duty, but that {t should not be 
allowed to degenerate into a loaffing 
place; that the majority of the men’s 
time should be spent in patrolling the 
county. 

As soon as Chairman Carter can : 
amine the sites recommended, the po- 
lice camps will be established and the 
newly-elected officers will enter actively 
upon the discharge of their dutes.

Department of Mining Engineering 
“Will Be Open at the Beginning 
of the 1906-1907 Term—The 
New Library Is Near- 
ing Completion. 
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Never before in its history have the 
prospects for a successful scholastic year 
at the Georgia Schoo! of Technology been 
so bright as those for the year 1906-7, 
which will commence on Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 26, when the doors of this famous 
institution will be thrown open for en- 
trance examinations of gtudents. These 
examinations wil] continue through the 
week, and. the regular courses of studies 
will begin on Monday, October |. con- 
tinuing for thirty-six weeks, with the ex- 
ception of the Christmas vacation. 

A great field of usefulness, the value 
of which cannot be overestimated, wiil 
be opened to the boys of.the state by 
the addition of the department of min- 
ing engineering which has been added to 
the regular curriculum. This department 
will be in’ charge of Professor J. H. 
McCallie, assistant state geologist, and 
will be thoroughly equipped for the theo- 
retical and practical teaching of this 
valuable science. 

For a number of years past the faculty 
has received letters from different parts 
of the country inquiring for and offering 
positions to graduates in this course. At 
the commencement’ exercises of the 
school, held last summer, Professor 
Matheson, president of the faculty, called 
particular attentfon to the necessity of 
such a course being added to the other 

taught at the Tech, the result 
the establishment of this depart- 
by the board of trustees. 

“I have letters,’’ said President Math- 
eson +0 a Constitution reporter, ‘‘fro 
leading experts from all over the country, 
all of whom express pleasure upon learn- 
ing that this department will be added 
to the school, each of them declaring that 
Atlanta’s location in the midst of an un- 
deevloped mineral country—is an ideal 
location for the establishment ofa high 
grade college for the teaching of this 
science.

“To purchase these lots, however,” sald 
Professor Matheson, ‘‘we will require pri- 
vate financtlal donations, the sum appro- 
priated by the legislature for campus ex- 
tension purposesscontemplating that a 
portion of the sum required should be 
raised by private’ subscription. The 
growth of the school gives: warning that 
in a short time this additional land will 
be a necessity, and showld the purchase 
of the property upon which we have op- 
tions be too long deferred the steadily 
increasing value of the land will reach 
such a price that we will almost De un- 
able to afford purchasing it. 

“TI wish through The Constitution to ask 
those ‘feeling an interest in the educa- 
tional advantages conferred upon the 
youth of the state by this schoo] would 
contribute as early as may be to this 
worthy cause.’’ 

Last year 500 students were enrolled 
at the Tech, and it is evident that a 
larger number will attend the institution 
at the ensuing term. There will be room
